DESE — SFS is excited to announce new items 
available to LEAs for the 2009 — 2010 school year. 
Agreements have been made with East Side Entrées 
(ESE) and Bosco’s Pizza Co. in addition to the many 
other processors already doing business with 
Missouri LEAs. 

The new items available through ESE are available 
through two different Monthly Order Forms. The 
first Monthly Order Form is utilizing an excess 
balance of cheese left over at ESE from 


previous school years. The second 
Monthly Order Form offers processed end \Wiy\ [2 
products that utilize BONUS Ultra High 
Temperature (UHT) Milk. Both items must be 
ordered via the Monthly Order Form available on the 
DESE — SFS Commodities Web Site and are first come 
first serve. When the balance of cheese and UHT 
Milk are depleted, these items will no longer be 
available, so LEAs should order early and often to 
take advantage. Additional information about each 
item can be found in the informational letters posted 
on the DESE — SFS Commodities Web Site. 

The agreement between DESE — SFS and Bosco’s 
is to offer the LEAs of Missouri a rebate on approved 

items. The Bosco’s Rebate Form can 

be found on the DESE — SFS Web Site 

as well as an additional informational 

letter. Please note that rebates will only apply to 
products purchased on or after August 25, 2009.

Are the items offered by each 
company part of the USDA Donated 
Foods (DF) Program?.....Let’s see if we 
can clear up some confusion. 

Fair Market Inc. and United Commodity Group 
represent multiple lines of processed end products, 
some of which are available to LEAs for processing 
through DESE — SFS. Each company also operates a 
commercial business which offers commercial 
products delivered with your LEAs monthly delivery 
of USDA DF from Food Distribution Associates 
(FDA). These additional commercial products will 
arrive at the same time and on the same truck as 
your USDA DF; HOWEVER, they ARE NOT part of 
the USDA DF Program and ARE NOT associated 
with DESE — SFS. 

Purchasing product offered by Fair Market Inc. 
and United Commodity Group is acceptable, but 
not required. LEAs should purchase the items in 
the same manner they would purchase items from 
other commercial distributors. |The products 
offered DO NOT contain USDA DF and WILL NOT be 
charged against your LEAs entitlement. Purchasing 
additional commercial products from FORGET! 
either company is in addition to any 
processed items you are already 
receiving through the Processing Packet 
which was completed and returned to DESE — SFS 
in February 2009 for the 09-10 school year.

The DoD 
Program is a program that allows LEAs to use entitlement 
dollars to purchase fresh produce through a 
predetermined state-wide vendor selected by the 
Department of Defense. 

LEAs participating in the DoD Program for SY 09-10 
should have received the necessary information. If you 
believe your LEA is participating in the DoD Program and 
has not received the necessary information, please contact 
Matthew Essner.

Best if Used by Date 

USDA Donated Foods (DF) received from DESE — SFS 
may not always have the longest shelf life when 
received, but we want to assure LEAs that all DFs 
received are safe and wholesome for the students to 
consume. 

USDA has posted some guidance on the Food and 
Nutrition Service (FNS) Web Site. The guidance helps to 
explain inventory control and some of the dating 
systems LEAs may see on products. The guidance 
specifically says a best if used by date “means that the 
manufacturer recommends using the product by this 
date for the best flavor or quality. At some point after 
that date, the product will change very gradually in 
taste, color, texture, or nutrient content. But, the 
product may be wholesome and safe long after that 
date. These dating systems do not represent expiration 
dates, and they do not indicate when product safety 
becomes an issue. “ 

With the guidance in mind, DESE — SFS would also 
like to make LEAs aware that all of the USDA DFs for 
Missouri are stored in a climate controlled warehouse, 
where the dry storage temperature is maintained 
around 58°F, which will also help to prolong the life of 
the DF. If you are ever uncertain if the product you 
have is safe, the guidance also offers steps to follow to 
check the quality of the product. 

Please let DESE — SFS know if you have any concerns 
about a particular DF and we will investigate where the 
problems may lie. DESE — SFS will continue to strive to 
ship high quality, nutritious USDA DF for the students of 
MO. Measures are also being taken by DESE — SFS to 
order USDA DF more responsibly to prevent excess DF 
in the warehouse and short shelf lives on products.

(The below list are the Prorated Commodities DESE, SFS anticipates receiving. All quantities, delivery periods, and values are subject to change.) 


Prorated Commodities are USDA Donated Foods (DF), which are purchased by DESE - SFS and then equally distributed to all LEAs participating in 
the DF program based on their Average Daily Participation (ADP) in the National School Lunch Program. These commodities are intended to be 
used in the approved Child Nutrition Programs sponsored by USDA. LEAs may REFUSE any Prorated Commodity item they wish by having the 
Authorized Representative contact DESE - SFS in writing at least six (6) weeks prior to the beginning Estimated Delivery Period. Refusals 
can be sent via E-Mail to webreplyascfocom@dese.mo.gov, by Fax to 573-526-3897 or by letter to PO Box 480, Jefferson City, MO 65102-0480.

(100 = 38 = 2.63. Round down for estimates). 
- Estimated per Case VALUE is the value figured for each case based on the estimated cost per requested truck [determined by the USDA's Electronic Commodity 


Ordering System (ECOS)] divided by the number of cases on each truck. 
. Example: A truck of A608 is estimated by ECOS to cost $59,540 and contain 1,000 cases; therefore the Estimated VALUE is $59,540 = 1,000 = $59.54,

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These commodity BEANS can be credited for a Vegetable or a Meat/Meat Alternate in Food Based Menu Planning, but cannot be credited for BOTH on the same 


Beef and Chicken Case/ADP'’s are determined by the response each LEA chose on the Processing Packet for School Year 2009 - 2010. If your LEA chose to process 


any percent of either commodity, then you must adjust the Case/ADP accordingly. If your LEA chose to process 100% of the commodity, then ZERO (0) cases will be 
prorated to your LEA. 
. Example: If you chose to process 50% of your Chicken and your ADP is 100, then you would determine your quantity of A515 cases and multiply by 0.50 to 
estimate that you will receive 2 cases of A515. 

(100 + 20 = 5 cases), (5 cases x 0.50 = 2.5 cases) Round down for estimates.
